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| Nobel Literature Prize 


To Buber As Dag Wished? 


As we went to press, Martin Bu- 
ber was a front-runner for this 
year’s Nobel prize for literature. 

The New York Herald Tribune’s 
John Molleson notes that the late 
Dag Hammarskjold has recom- 
mended Dr. Buber for the prize. 
Hammarskjold had also, in the 
past, recommended previous No- 
bel literature prize winners Bor- 
is Pasternak and St. John Perse. 

Hammarskjold’s recommenda- 
tion of Buber was expected to car- 
ry particular weight this year in 
the wake of Scandinavian sorrow 
over the U. N. Secretary - Gen- 
eral’s death. 

Shortly after Hammarskjold died 
in an African plane crash, it was 
revealed that one of his last acts 
was to agree to translate from 
German into Swedish of Buber’s 
basic work, ‘‘Ich und Du.”’ 

Hammarskjold agreed to the 
translation task in a letter to Bon- 
nier’s, Sweden’s leading publisher. 
It wouldn’t be an easy job, Ham- 
marskjold said, because of the dif- 
ficulty in finding the right Swedish 
equivalents for Buber’s ‘‘intense- 
ly beautiful, intensely personal 
and Old Testament German 

rose.”’ 
 Conneubeniiial Molleson notes 
that the late Secretary General 
sometimes quoted Buber to re- 
porters. Buber and Hammarskjold 
met during one of the latter’s visits 
to Israel. Molleson notes that, 
“according to reports at that time 
the meeting was not an entirely 
successful communion of two kin- 


dred souls. Nevertheless, Mr. Ham- 
marskjold indicated that Dr. Bu- 
ber’s ideas about God and man of- 
ten corresponded to his own.” 

Bonnier’s reportedly has already 
assigned others to the translation 
task. But Hammarskjold’s wish 
that earnings from the translation 
be donated to some charity will be 
carried out, it is reported. 

The 83-year-old Buber is living in 
Jerusalem, He taught at Hebrew 
University from 1938 until retiring 
in 1951. He was born in Vienna 
and studied philosophy and art 
at the Universities of Vienna, Zur- 
ich and Berlin. His adoption of the 
Zionist view brought with it his 
interest in Hassidism, which he in- 
sists contains the essence of the 
Jewish national character. 

Dr. Buber maintains that the 
man of faith must walk a narrow 
ridge, ‘‘avoiding the absyss of self- 
affirmation on the one hand and 
self-denial on the other.’’ 

As for politics, Buber is for a 
decentralized socialism in which 
each member of the community 
would ‘be ‘inspired with the desire 
for “creative companionship”? mo- 
tivated more by religious than po- 
litical ideas. 

Of the Soviets, Buber says: “‘I of- 
ten think that the Russian people 
are now sleeping. They are per- 
haps incubating some new forms 
of political life. I have no idea what 
will eventually emerge. Let us be 
surprised...Americans, I fear, do 
not like to be surprised.”’ 








New Israeli Film Treats 
Jewish-Gentile Romance 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — The ‘can’t 
you find a nice Jewish girl’’ queru- 
lous query heard by many a young 
man bent on marrying out of his 
faith is the subject of an Israeli 
movie in which intermarriage is 
blocked legally and socially. 

Appropriately, the title is ‘‘The 
Right of Decision.’? Produced in 
Israel with Israeli actors and crew, 
the film is about a Gentile girl 
and her Israeli boyfriend. The film 
is being financed by the same 
group of immigrants from Iraq 
who backed the earlier ‘“‘Hatikva,”’ 
which has been shown in the U.S. 


Director Shlomo Zuriano, 38, says 
of the new film’s theme: ‘‘We don’t 
want to enter into the subject, nor 
to find a solution to it. We are 
not presenting the religious or oth- 
er considerations — we only want 
to show that the young sabra and 
his non-Jewish girlfriend have no 
recourse but to be together.’’ 

Still, Zuriano concedes, the film’s 
action is in the fact that ‘‘every 
one makes a problem of the fact 
that she is Christian and he <is 
Jewish...But the couple doesn’t feel 
the conflict: they’re in love.” 

In the end, the couple does not 
marry — for the simple reason 
that Israel has no civil marriage. 

The film has no message other 
than the young couple’s problem,

Are Jews Now Shying from

“We are confronted with a

Thus does Dr. Murray Fried- 


man face up to ‘‘The Question of 
Jewish Insecurity” in ‘‘Jewish Ex- 
ponent.” 


He notes the growing integration 


of Jews in every facet of Ameri- 
can life. At the same time, ‘In 
one West Coast city, the Jewish 
community has lived traditionally 
dispersed in various sections of the 
city and suburbs. A colleague re- 
ports that recently Jewish neigh- 
borhoods ha-e begun to appear. 


Withdrawn Relaxation 
“In a Southern resort city, the 
most integrated Jews have just 


formed a Jewish Luncheon club.

“And in another Southern city, 
Jewish youngsters who sought to 


establish organized contacts with 


Protestant and Catholic contem- 


poraries to work for civic improve-

The great waves of Jewish im- 
migration up through the first two 
decades of this century, Dr. 
Friedman notes, resulted in their 
collection largely in urban ‘‘ghet- 
toes.’ **...Largely absorbed in Jew- 


ish religious and communal life, 
they had only peripheral contact 


with non-Jews.”’ 
Economic Integ-ation 
It’s different today, Dr. Fried- 
man observes, with some 80 to 85 
per cent of Jews now native-born. 
Also, Jews’ ‘urban skills’? have 
thrust them into every aspect of 





American life. “The possibility for 
contacts and relationships of a 
continuing nature. with non-Jews 
have increased tremendously.”’ 
But, says Dr. Friedman, ‘Jews 
bring to these relationships the 
memories and experiences of gen- 
erations of persecution and suffer- 
ing. At the back of the mind of 
many Jews is often the unuttered 
question: do the really accept us?” 
Dr. Friedman himself asks: ‘‘Is 
there a tendency to minimize re- 
lationships with Christians or ap- 
proach them with some _hesita- 
tion?’’ He cites results of a survey 
by the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, which showed that in one 
Northeastern city, 32 per cent of 
the Jewish parents belonged only 





Jews Help Priest 
Go On Mission 


OAKLAND, CALIF. (P-0O) 
Four Jewish brothers are helping 
a Catholic priest prepare for a 
missionizing journey to the South 
Seas. 

The brothers are from Portland, 
Ore., the priest is from N e w York. 

The Schnitzer brothers own a 
drydock here at which $4,000 worth 
of medical supplies are stored.

PHILADELOHIA (P - 0) — A 
Conservative rabbi here plunks ful- 
ly for birth control — and cites 
religious as well as_ sociological 
support for his stand. 

The ‘rabbi is Reuben J. Magil, 
PhD, leader of Cong. Beth Zion, 
and he is writing in the Philadel- 
phia Jewish Times: 

“The problem of the population 
explosion raises the question of 
the ‘well-being of humanity’ (Mi- 
nay tikoon ha’olam) that is ex- 
pressed in the Talmud, God cre- 
ated the world for the benefit of 
His children. 

‘“‘Whatever defeats His purpose 
— whatever makes it impossible 
to say ‘and behold it is very good’ 
defeats t!.c principle of ‘the well 
being of humanity.’ That will un- 
doubtedly be the consequence of 
world over-nopulation.’’ 

Enough Fruit? 

Rabbi Magil sails right into the 
|injunction so often used by oppo- 
|ner*s (usually Orthodox) of birth 
;control: the Torah statement that 
Go” in the beginning, created one 
|man and one woman and com- 
|manded them, “Be fruitful 
| and multiply and fill up the earth.” 

Man was a long way from the 
‘fill up the earth’? goal for many 
years, Rabbi Magil notes. But

modern mastery of disease, reduc- 
tion of the infant mortality rate to 
a fraction of what it was, prolonga- 
tion of life expectancy — as Rab- 
bi Magil puts, “The decree of 
God to fill up the earth promises 
to be fulfilled within less than a 
cen‘ ry.” 
Overcrowded Lifeboat 

The earth’s capacity aside, Rab- 
bi Magill examines some of the 
realities of life: ‘‘For ages, the 
problem of large families has 
plagued mankind. Each pregnan- 
cy meant the prospect of addi- 
tional strain on the economic re- 
sources of married couples. Con- 
sequently, parents sought means 
of limiting the number of their off- 
spring. Like passengers in a life- 
boat, they looked upon each addi- 
tional child as a threat to the sur- 
vival f all. Only the well-to-do 
could look with equanimity upon 
the prospect of many children, as- 
suming that the mother could en- 
dure the process. 

“A long time ago there were 
various methods of birth control. 
As long ago as the second cen- 
tury, such techniques were prac- 
ticed among Jews. The main rea- 
son sas to protect the health or 


even the comfort of the mother. 
Judaism always gives first priori-

ty to life and health.” 

Today, even the Catholic church 
permits a limited amount of birth 
control, Rabbi Magil notes (by to- 
tal abstinence or rhythm). Jews 
and Protestants practice birth con- 
trol on a \vider scale. 

Conspiracy of Silence 

Still, those who most need birth 
control — “the poverty-stricken, 
the underprivileged, oft times 
mentally backward — are often 
kept in ignorance of birth control 
techniques by hypocritical govern- 
mental ordinances. In Philadelphia 
we are plag: ~* with a conspiracy 
of cilence on the entire subject 
by newspapers which have no com- 
punction about spreading out in 
detail reports of rape, sexual im- 
morality and perversion. 

“Normal men and women who 
are married always long for chil- 
dren. But it should be possible for 
them to limit their offspring to 
one or two or at most four as vari- 
Ous sages suggest as a minimum, 

“This can be done by making 
birth control devices and medica- 
tion readily available to all. If it is 
argued that single people then uti- 
lize such de-::es, let it be kept in 
mind that the present shocking 
rate of illegitimacy is the worse of

Their Own Neighborhoods 


“Most Jews,” says Dr. Fried- 
man, “prefer to live in neighbor- 
hoods that are predominantly Jew- 
ish or at least mixed although 
their children are less so inclined, 
Parents frown upon their teen-age 
children socializing with Christian 
youth for fear this will lead to in- 
termarriage. The list of withdraw- 
al tendencies is summarized in the 
phrase one often hears, ‘I just 
don’t feel comfortable with Gen- 
tiles’.’’ 

Dr. Friedman taunts: ‘‘The irony 
of this is that if Jews choose their 
associates by group identification 
rather than merit, they violate the 
thesis on which their battle against 
prejudice is based. We have strug- 
gled long and hard to eliminate 
artificial barriers from American 
life. 

‘Maintaining the bulk of one’s. 
relationships with one’s own group, 
of course, is quite natural. People 
with similar interests, back- 
grounds and experiences tend to 
gravitate to one another. Certain- 
ly this is true of Poles, Italians, 
Catholics and other groups. And 
with Jews, there may be the fur 
ther factor that such choice basie 
ally represents the perfectly valid 
conscious or unconscious desire to 
insure the survival of the group. 

Fear of Outside World 

“It should be added that those 
who develp most or all of their 
relationships with non-Jews may 
be suffering from insecurity. Sd 
long as choices are made naturah 
ly, there is no reason to raise any 
question about them. It they are 
dictated, however, in any mea 
sure by fear of the outside world, 
this represents a problem.”’ 

There is, assuredly, still a mea 
sure of anti-Semitism in American 
life, Dr. Friedman notes. But it’s 
mainly “the executive suite of 
major industry, where few if any 
Jews are-employed.” Still, even 
those barriers are gradually break 
ing down, Dr. Friedman says. 

Even while anti-Semitism de- 
clines, however, the “‘scars that 
centuries of prejudice have left on 
Jews’’ still posed a problem, Dr 
Friedman observes. Thus, even 
while “executive suite’? barriers 
may be crumbling, Jews just are 
not applying for the jobs that may 
be there — their past experience 
has been too bitter to take another 
chance, regardless of promises. 

Self-Exclusion A Good? 

“The history of Jewish persecu- 
tion has left a mark on us and may 
prevent us from fully realizing the 
newer and broader opportunities 
that are opening up.’”’ There are 
even those, Dr. Friedman contin- 
ues, ‘‘who view Jewish self-exclu- 
sion as a positive good and 
bemoan the decline of anti-Semi- 
tism as creating a problem for 
Jewish survival. While one can un- 
derstand the concern that under- 
lies this point of view, the obvious 
answer is that the Jewish com- 
munity has flourished in a free 
society and must expose itself to 
all the risks of such a society.” 

Dr. Friedman concludes: ‘One 
of the major tasks of Jewish life 
in the 60’s and beyond is not only 
to break down barriers the out- 
side world has created for Jews, 
but barriers Jews, for a wide var- 
iety of historical and cultural rea- 
sons, may be creating for them-

COVET OTHERS’ BOMB 


Shoot thy neighbor at the door 
of thy bomb shelter? 

Several rabbis, one Catholic and 
ene Episcopal priest, and the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau have all had 
their say. 

Rev. L. C. McHugh, 
editor of the Jesuit magazine, 
America, wrote an article, “Ethics 
at the Shelter Doorway.’’ His the- 
sis is that man has a moral right 
to use force to prevent a shelter- 
less neighbor’s intrusion. The man 
with the shelter, said Father Mc- 
Hugh, ‘“‘may not idly stand by and 
then explain that his cowardice is 
actually a wholehearetd obedience 
to the Biblical injuction to over- 
come evil by good.’ 

*“‘Unspeakable, Blasphemous” 

Rabbi Maurice N. Eisendrath 
sailed right into that one. Presi- 
dent of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregaticns, he told a 
luncheon audience: ‘‘Our mandate 
is not to place a stamp of moral- 
ity on the unspeakable and bla- 
phemous neighbor shooting 
neighbor — in order to protect any 
inviolability of his shelter in the 
ruins.’’ 

For that matter, Dr. Eisendrath 
added, if there’s any real need 
for shelters, let the government 
build them — enough for all. ‘‘Are 
we so bemused,’ he asked, “‘by 
free enterprise that we will de- 
spise cooperation even in contem- 
plating the raw necessities of na- 
tional survival?” 

Much the same tack was taken 
by the Right Rev. Angus Dun, Pro- 
testant Episcopal Bishop of Wash- 
ington, D.C. It’s ‘‘utterly indecent,’’ 
he said, to talk of shooting neigh- 
bors who seek entry into shelters. 
Bishop Dun, too, called for gov- 
ernment financing of shelter build-

Anti-Zionist Journal Dies 
With Death of Zukerman 


NEW YORK (P-0) — The “Jew- 
ish Newsletter’ died with its edi- 
tor, William Zukerman. 

Founded by Mr. Zukerman in 
1948, the independent ‘‘Newsletter’’ 
was supported largely by mem- 
bers of the American Council for 
Judaism. Mr. Zukerman died at 
the age of 76 here several weeks 
ago. The ‘Newsletter’ died with 
its issue of October 16. 


Those close to the situation ex- 
plain that the ‘Newsletter’? was 
“so closely stamped with his per- 
sonality,’ that its continuation af- 
ter Zukerman’s death is impossi- 
ble. 

A collection of Zukerman’s edi- 
torials, ‘‘edited as little as pos-

“Sinful, Senseless” 

Sabbath sermons by two rabbis 
were along the same line.

He’s heard too much talk 
about them already, he said, and 
that talk has been largely ‘‘sinful, 
senseless and misleading.” Talk 
about shelters, he added, leads to 
a ‘cynical philosophy of dooms- 
day and defeatism...which ill be- 
comes a nation ostensibly de- 
dicated to peace.”’ 

Similarly, Rabbi Dr. Benjamin 
Kreitman told the Brooklyn Jew- 
ish Center congregation that shel- | 
ter talk ‘thas elicited many ex- 
pressions of selfishness and mean- 
ness...”’ 

Slick Operators 

As if to top it all of with a final 
irony, an official of the National 
Better Business Bureau, Inc., 
warned potential shelter buyers of 
shady operators believed getting 
ready to move into the field, The 
central BBB organization has sent 
special warning bulletins to its 100 
field offices. Says an official: ‘‘We 
know from reports that although 
a lot of people are going into the 
business and the great majority 
of them are honest and reliable, 
a number of operators who have 
caused trouble in the improvement 
business in the past are going into 
the shelter business.”’

Rabbi Raps Movie Maker's 
Controversy 


Shying from

LOS ANGELES (P-0) — A Hol- 
lywood film chief was blasted as 
“Overly immoral’ by a rabbi who 
came galloping into town here re- 
cently. 


Rabbi Jay Kaufman, vice presi- 
dent of the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations, shook the 
press conference room with some 
opinions that in some cases proved 
to be too hot to reprint in local 
dailies. 

Here for a series of meetings 
with regional Reform leaders, he 
expressed these views: 

“When Sol C, Siegel, MGM pro- 
duction chief, announces in the 
New York Times that his great 
studio will make no films dealing 
with racial and other controver- 
sial themes, because they ‘alien- 
ate’ the box office, he shocks me 
for two reasons. First, he is sell- 
ing the public short, ignoring the 
success of many great social 
theme movies such as ‘Grapes of 
Wrath,’ ‘Gentlemen’s Agreement,’ 
‘On the Beach,’ ‘Defiant Ones,’ 
‘Exodus,’ etc. Secondly, he is to 
me overly immoral and abdicat- 
ing his responsibility. 

The attacked on Siegel was omit- 
ted or muted in the metropoli- 
tan press and film trade publica- 
tions. 

Among the blistering things he 
said of the film magnate was the 
following: 

“Mr. Siegel is going to use his 
God-given talent and position of 
power in his important industry to 
debase and debauch the social and 
moral fabric, pandering to what 
he conceives to be box-office ap- 
peal. He will not concern himself 
about basic concepts of brother- 
hood, racial discrimination, peace, 
the founding precepts of our coun-

try. 

“But he will pander to the baser 
instincts; he will not avoid sex, 
often in its immoral aspects, nor ° 
violence, not whatever he assumes 
will sell films. It’s a free society 
and he may make whatever films 
he likes, but when a man with such 
power and talent states in effect 
that American Ideals are unpro. 
fitable in so important a mass 
medium, it’s like handling a py- 
romaniac a can of gasoline to put 
out a raging fire.’

VIOLINIST MENUHIN‘S FATHER 
BLASTS ZIONISM, BEN-GURION 


American anti-Zionism got a shot 
in the arm with a sharp attack on 
Ben-Gurion and Jewish nation- 
alism from Moshe Menuhin, Is- 
raeli-raised father of violinist Ye- 
hudi Menuhin. 

The senior Menuhin makes his 
attack in ‘“‘Issues,’’ organ of the 
American Council for Judaism. 
He completely disassociates his 
views from those of his son, who 
has frequently expressed friendli- 
ness for Israel and has performed 
there several times. 

Moshe Menuhin uses the ‘“‘Lavon 
Affair’? as the vehicle for his at- 
tack on current Israeli issues. ‘‘In 
Israel today,’’ he writes, ‘‘no one 
is supposed to know what ev- 
erybody already knows about the 
‘Lavon Affair,’ and in the United 
States not many know as yet what 
everybody ought to know about the 
‘Lavon Affair.’” 

As Mr. Menuhin notes, military 
censorship has suppressed word of 
the 1954 ‘‘affair’’ ever since it first 
erupted in 1960. He quotes a Knes- 
set member: ‘“‘The tendency of the 
army is to use censorship for po- 
litical purposes to cover up its 
own blunders.”’ 

What brought the affair about 
was the reported miscarriage of a 
low-level sabotage attempt in Cai- 
ro, which resulted in American 
offices, among others, being blown 
up there. ‘‘We are told,’’ Menuhin 
writes, “‘that forged signatures and 
false testimony were fixed so as 
to put the blame for the ‘disas- 
trous adventure’ on the 1954 Min- 
ister of Defense, Phinhas Lavon...’ 

Menuhin ‘“‘characterizes’’ the ‘‘Af- 
fair’ in ‘“‘ttwo words: Moral Bank- 
ruptcy! The moral bankruptcy of 
‘Jewish’ nationalism, which was 
dominated all through its political 
history, in Israel and in the Dias- 
pora, by Ben-Gurion and his mili- 
tary clique.” 

Menuhin’s version of the ‘‘Af- 
fair’’: In 1954, secret agents of Is- 
rael’s ruling military circle, com- 
posed of proteges of Ben-Gurion 
(young high officers, eNte of the 
elite, concentrated in the top cir- 
cles of the ruling party) under 
forged orders, and with the aid of 
subverted Egyptian citizens who 
were Jews, plotted and executed 
acts of sabotage by dynamiting 
United States Information Agency 
libraries, U. S. - owned businesses 
and theaters in Cairo and Alexan- 
dria. The purpose: to discredit the 
Arabs of Egypt, and eventually 
embroil the United States in 
planned predatory wars of Israel 
against Egypt.” 

The ‘‘Affair’’ forces re-evaluation 
of Jewish attitudes toward ‘‘Israel- 
Zionism,’ Menuhin declares, “I 
once belonged to the ‘gang.’ After 
living a ‘full Jewish life’ in the 
Pale of Settlement in Russia and 
in Jerusalem up to the age of 15, 
I was further indoctrinated in the 
‘full Jewish life’ of Jewish political 
nationalism in the Gymnazia Herz- 
lia, in Jaffa-Tel Aviv, for five solid 
years up to the age of 20... One of 
my classmates there was Moshe 
Sharett, later to the official Prime 
Minister of Israel during the short 
‘retirement’ of Mr. Ben-Gurion in 
1954.”’ 

It took him ‘‘a lifetime,’ Menu- 
hin writes, “‘to divest myself of the 
primitive harmful philosophy of 
rabid ‘Jewish’ nationalism, which I 
see as a neurotic form of collec- 
tive egoism.”’ 

Menuhin emphasizes that his at- 
tack on Ben-Gurion and his fellows 
does not apply to ‘‘the hard-work- 
ing people of Israel, who, on their 
own accord, came to live and work 
in old Palestine and later on in Is- 
rael, on the basis of social justice 
and fair play. Nor do I have in 
mind the Jews from Morocco, Tu- 
nis, Iraq, India, Hungary, Ruma- 
nia, Poland, end elsewhere, who 
were enticed to come to Israel to 
develop the open spaces made va- 
cant by the exiled Arabs, 

“TIT am not referring to the sci- 
entists, artists, writers, musicians, 
farmers and old cooperative colo- 
nists and workers who came to 
Palestine with a philosophy of mor- 
al principles and socio-economic 
ideals, inspired by the teachings of 
our prophets and by the promise 
of the modern era of enlighten- 
ment. These people are victims 
of an ambitious, military, national- 
istic leadership which recognizes 









only their own collectiv. sacro 
egoismo, as Prof. Martin Buber... 
puts it.’’ 


Menuhin writes of ‘‘cold-blood- 
ed butchery”’ he says Ben-Gurion’s 
followers perpetrated on Arabs on 
several occasions. He says the 
“Lavon Affair’? was one of them, 
an effort to alienate the U. S. 
from Egypt to aid the Israelis in 
wrestling all the Negev, the Gaza 
Strip and the Sinai desert from 
Egypt. 


“The first job looked easy and 
simple: From the Paris ‘Center’ 
of the junta, a clever senior offi- 
cer, an expert in ‘Jewish Educa- 
tion for Aliyah’ and an expert in 
Egypt to work among Egyptian- 
Jewish youth, to subert them to 
dynamite American establishments 





in order to help their ‘Jewish 


homeland.’”’ 

The outcome, says Menuhin: 
**...The whole miserable outfit of 
traitors, the 13 of them poor, mis- 
led Egyptian Jews who should 
have known better and remained 
loyal to their hcmeland, Egypt— 
were caught red-handed by the 
Egyptian police... Upon arrest, 
the Israeli Army officer who led 
the gang of saboteurs committed 
suicide...’ 

“In official Israeli circles, ru- 
mors were circulated quickly, af- 
ter a ‘leak,’ that the orders for or- 
ganizing and directing the sabo- 
tage unit had been signed by Min- 
ister of Defense Lavon. And thus, 
for ‘quite some time, Ben-Gurion 
and his crew appeared completely 
clear of all blame, and Lavon, in- 
voluntarily but silently, became the 
official scapegoat.” 





In Comment 
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Dr. Essrig 





A gentle, generous Israeli taxi 
driver who lives his religion cap- 
tured the hearts of a Denver cou- 
ple visiting Tel Aviv. They took 
the trouble to tell POST and OPIN- 
ION about it at length, and we

The cab driver Myron and Saida 
Selby met in Israel is Daniel David 
Ford. He survived the Nazi holo- 
caust in his native Russia, made 
his way to Israel during the fight 
for independence, and was reward- 
ed by the government for gallan- 
try with a taxicab. 

He now supports his wife and 
small daughter driving the cab — 
and supports his soul with legen- 
dary acts of generosity and kind- 
ness. 

“His life-long critical experienc- 
es have not turned him into a 
bitter, disillusioned wreck as is so 
often the case,’’ the Selbys say. 
“Instead, it sharpened his sense of 
responsbility and regard for his 
fellow man.” ® 

Example: Mr. Ford was driving 
his cab toward home late one Fri- 
day afternoon when he noticed a 
couple of small children stand- 
ing in an open field. Several miles 
further along the road, Mr. Ford 
decided that was no place for chil- 
dren to be, turned back, and in- 
vestigated. He found two young- 
sters, ages four and five, stand- 
ing knee deep in mud, bewildered 
and crying. 

Names and addresses weren’t 
forthcoming from the little ones 
even with generous application of 
candy Mr. Ford bought them. Mr 
Ford finally was able to deter- 
mine that the children had gotten 
lost on a walk that morning from 
their village nearby. Mr. Ford took 
them to the village in his cab, 
“and found the place swarming 
with people and police frantically 
looking for the children.’’ As the 
Selbys put it, “One can well ima- 
gine the joy of the parents when 





Tallis Survived Nazis, 
Now In Jewish Museum 


NEW YORK (P-0) — A tallis 
that survived Auschwitz concen- 
tration camp is now in the Jewish 
Museum of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America here. 

It was presented by Rabbi Abra- 
ham Feffer. Himself a survivor of 
the Nazi camp, Rabbi Feffer got 
the tallis from Dr. Kasimierz Smo- 
len, who is director of the Museum 
of Oswiecim (Auschwitz), Poland. 
It was one of 40 still at the camp 
when the war ended, and was giv- 
en to Rabbi 4#effer with the wish 
that he would place it in an ap- 
propriate public institution as a 
reminder of the Nazi holocaust. 

Rabbi Feffer spent many hours 
at the camp site, studying records 
and other documents in an attempt 
to turn up new information about 
the camp, its inmates and its vic- 
tims, His research has led to the 
reuniting of at least one family, 
in which the parents were not 
aware that the infant daughter they 
had been forced to abandon had

the taxi stopped and out bounded 
the precious cargo.’”’ Ford refused 
payment for his unscheduled taxi 
service. 

A more recent example of Mr. 
Ford’s generosity the Selbys re- 
port had to do with an American 
couple who wanted to give their 
remaining $500 in Israeli currency 
to a worthwhile cause before de- 
parting for home. It took many 
miles of driving for Mr. Ford to 
finally be able to present the Amer- 
ican couple to a rabbi in charge 
of an orphanage. 

The rabbi took $50 of the con- 
tribution, and insisted that the cab 





driver take it for his time, trouble 


and expenses. Mr. Ford refused. 
The rabbi — and the American 
couple — insisted. 

Finally, $25 was forcibly thrust 
into Mr. Ford’s hands. “If that’s 
the case,’ the cab driver cried 
out, “I donate this $25 to the or- 
phans’ home just as the tourists 
had the privilege of doing with 
their money.’’ 

Faced with this much determina- 
tion, the rabbi finally relented, As 
a receipt, he gave Mr. Ford a 
note which included the remark: 
“This manifestation of a great and 
generous Jewish heart gives us 
strength to continue our efforts on 
behalf of the unfortunate orphans.”’ 





Plans to formulate an Israeli- 
German friendship league are un- 
derway — at the same time rising 
Israeli hostility to Germans is re- 
ported. 

Among the founders of the 
‘“‘Deutsche-Israelistischer Bund’ to 
be formally inaugurated in Co- 
logne, West Germany, next month 
will be Protestant Pastor Gruber 
who testified at the Eichmann tri- 
al, Goal of the organization would 
be to get as many German youths 
as possible to visit Israel. The 
municipality of Cologne has al- 
ready voted a contribution of 200,- 
000 Marks to build youth hostels 
in Israel. 

The rising Israeli irritation over 
German visits is reported by the 
New York Daily News’ Joseph 
Fried. Both right and left wing 
parties want to keep all Germans 
out of the country, Fried says. 

Up to now, Germans who could 
prove they were never members of 
the Nazi party have received visas 
for Israeli travel. 


The Jerusalem Post reports a 
formal protest over visit of a Ger- 
man to a Jerusalem elementary 
school. The man, said to be a 
missionary, told the children in 
English of his hope for friendship 
between Germany and Israel. 


This brought a protest in the 
municipal council by a member of 
the Ahdut Ha’avoda party. 


And in the U.S... 


NEW YORK (P-O) — B'nai 
B’rith’s Anti-Defamation League 
last week bid fond farewell to 10 
Germans, its guests on a tour of 
the U.S. 

It was the first German group 
invited to this country by a Jewish 
organization. 

The Germans were brought here 
to study democratic institutions in 
a variety of cities. It is hoped 
that they will apply what they 
learned of American civic activi- 








ties to their homeland,

Who's Crazy, Rabbi Asks 


on Eliezer 


GRAND RAPIDS, MICH. (P-O) 
— Reform Rabbi Harry Essrig 
read of Eli Eliezer in POST and 
OPINION and cor -ded to his con- 
gregation: 
“Society, of cou.se, has the last 
word in determining who is sane.” 
But, Dr. Essrig, added, “The 
radicals and heretics of today be- 
come tomorrow’s saints.”

The neurotics are the step-children 
of our heartless civilization.”’ 
Dr. Essrig noted that Eliezer’s 
message urging “‘my people” to 
“repent”? quickly got him hustled 
off to Bellevue Hospital’s psychi- 
atric ward. “Now who was cra- 
zy? There is much irony in this 
incident,’’ Dr. Essrig comments. 
Would Have Said Same 

“The National Jewish POST and 
OPINION carried some excerpts 
from Eli’s message,’ Dr. Essrig 
notes — ‘‘and the strange thing is 
that I would have been flattered to 
deliver his scathing denunciation 
from my own pulpit, had I dared!”’ 

Dr. Essrig suggests that his own 
congregation would have sat still 
for the message, and not have 
hustled him off to the local luney 
bin. “But why did the New York

their respectable facade? Because 
our people have become so sensi- 
tive to side-walk agitators?

Rabbis OK Marriage of 


JERUSALEM (P-0O) — It’s OK 
for Israelis to marry Indian Jews. 
But Karaites are still beyond the 
pale. 

That’s the result of Supreme 
Rabbinical Council rulings here. 
They were based on study of past 
rulings by late Chief Rabbis Her- 
zog and Uziel that such marriages 
are perfectly in order. When in 
doubt, it has been decided, the 
rabbi asked to officiate should con- 
sult with Regional Rabbinical Trib- 
unals. 

There are about 5,000 members 
of the B’nei Israel sect in the 
country. Another 30,000 live in the 
vicinity of Bombay. 

Doubt about their status arose 
from their long separation from 
other Jewry, and consequent fear 
that members of the community 
hadn’t sufficiently observed Jewish 





law to be safely designated ‘“‘Jew’’. 





Israelis, B‘nei Israelis 


In a 1916 ruling the Jerusalem rab- 
binate put an absolute ban on mar- 
riage of other Jews to B’nei Israel 
members “‘until the coming of the 
Messiah.”’ 


The principal objection to the 
B’nei Israel apparently stemmed 
from belief that their marriages 
didn’t accord strictly to Jewish 
Law, and that some offspring pos- 
sibly were technically, at least, 
bastards. 

The Karaites settled recently 
from Egypt into Israel. The eon- 
tinuing ban upon marriage between. 
them and other Jews stems from. 
their centuries-ago repudiatiea of 
some aspects of Law.

Two Men Die As 
Wine Vats Churn 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Traditional 
seasonal wine making on the Lower 
East Side here cost the lives of 
two men. 

Tons of grapes had been unload- 
ed into huge underground vats at 
a Rivington Street winery, while 
a work crew adjusted a platform 
which holds the grape grinding 
machinery above one of the vats, 

A plank from. the - platform 
slipped, and fll into the vat. At 
the bottom crushed grape skin 
and pulps gave off heavy fumes. 
A veteran employe of the winery 
placed a ladder against the inside 
walls of the 10-ft-high barrel and 
scrambled down to retrieve the 
plank. 

He either fell from the ladder — 
or collapsed upon inhaling the 
fumes. 

A second employe, newly hired, 
hurried after the first to rescue 
him from the mash. He, too, cole 
lapsed. 

Police emergency squad mem- 
bers, wearing gas . masks finally 
brought both men out of the vat — 
dead. 








Canadians Seek Tougher 
Mass Slander Penalties 


MONTREAL (P-O) — The Ca- 
nadian Jewish Congress is seeking 
the same kind of mass “slander”

Canada’s Criminal Code already 
contains a provision that ‘‘injury

“Everyone who publishes or cir- 
culates, or causes to be published 
or circulated, orally or in writ 
ing, any statement, talk or news, 
intended or calculated to incite vie 
olence or provoke disorder against 
any class of persons or against 
any person as-a member of any 
class in Canada shall be guilty 
of an indictable offense and liable 
to imprisonment for two years.”

A column ago, I wrote about the 


use of Tourist Hebrew in Israel 
and remarked that Israelis do not 
see.. flattered by the Americans’ 
attempt to speak their language. 
As soon as they detect an Ameri- 
can accent, all who can, and it 
would seem that most Israelis can, 
reply in English. The tourist whose 
attempt at Hebrew has been re- 
buffed begins to feel unwelcome. 
This .s the impression I re- 
ceived, but ce I wanted to be 
fair, I checked my impression with 
a friend who is establishing tem- 
porary residency in Israel. (I am 
now back in the States and writ- 
ing from notes in my Israeli Jour- 
nal.) 

My friend who studied Hebrew 
intensi. ly before leaving this 
country and whose fluency left me 
speechless (in Hebrew, that is, but 
then I am easily left speechless 
in Hebrew) scems to be having the 
same difficulty I ha’. She writes: 

“The sneering attitude of many 
of the Israelis is true of the sa- 
bras in the 30-45 age group. This 
is the group that did most of the 
figi “ag in the war. Their feeling 
toward Americans is not exactly 
kinc!y. I suppose this may be for 
a number of reasons: jealousy of 
our standard of living which they 
depreciate but would love to have 
(and will in a short time) and re- 
sentment which most people feel 
toward the rich uncle who helps 
support them but «‘hom they dis- 
like for this very reason. I have 
found that this is the group which 
will not tolerate my very poor He- 
brew. On the other hand, almost 
without fail, thozs2 people who have 
cor’ herve within the past 15 years 
are only too happy to put up with 


my Hebrew even ‘hough they 
speak better English than I do He- 
brew, and are very encovrea7ing. 
Incidentally, even among the age 
group I mentioned, those who have 
been to the United States for a 
few years to study do not feel the 
same way as the rest of them, al- 
though they still will not creel 











Hebrew with me. I have an Israeli 
friend who says that what most | 
Israelis nced is to go to the United | 
States for a few months and then | 
they will see that the streets are| 
not paved with gold and that we) 
have worked hard for the things 
we have. Before she left Israel, 
she said, she, too, had the feeling | 
that life was easy and that Ameri- | 
cans were cvoiled and lazy. After |

her letters home to Israel.” 

My friend concludes her letter 
with the story of the 2d Interna- 
tional Bible Quiz in Jerusalem. 
‘Where else but in Israel’ she 
writes, “‘could a bible quiz last 
from 8 p.m. until 2:30 a.m. with a 
full house remaining until the end, 
and all my neighbors with their 
radics on?

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Civil and 
religious authorities have 
met head-on here in a fight over 
the validity of rabbinical rulings on 
marriage and divorce. 


Some 14 years ago, one Zlavi 
Mashia married a Christian girl 
in Bulgaria. She converted to Ju- 
daism within six months, and 
they moved to Israel two years 
later, 


Now, Mr. Mashia contends that 
his wife has borne him no children, 
and that Jewish law permits dis- 
solution of marriages barren for 
10 years or more. 


Mrs. Mashia would agree to div- 
orce only if granted alimony. The 
husband refused. The Rabbinical 
Court of Appeals upheld a ruling 
that, if Mrs. Mashia refused to 
agree to divorce within two weeks, 
that her husband could take a sec- 
ond wife. The ruling was based on 
the fact that the Mashias’ marri- 
age in Bulgaria was a civil one.

Mrs. Mashia appealed to the civ- 
il courts. The High Court, Israel’s 
top civil juridical panel, ordered 
rabbinical authorities to appear in 
court to explain their decision. 


Chief Rabbi Yitzhak Nissim’s 
office then ruled that the High 
Court order would be ignored, as 
an unwarranted intrusion into re- 
ligious matters. A 1953 law gave 
rabbinical courts sole jurisdiction 
in matters of marriage and 
divorce. 


However, a spokesman for the 
Chief Rabbi noted, the very fact 
that the rabbinical~ courts had 
even considered the Mashia case 
was even considered by the rabbin- 
ical courts as an indication that 
the rabbinate is concerned about 
civil marriages even though it 
doesn’t recognize them officially 
once a couple has moved to Israel.

Hebrew Schools in Israel

American children may wonder 
whether there’s anything like He- 
brew school in Israel. After all. 
American youngsters reason, don’t 
Israeli kids study Hebrew all day? 

That they do. But even so there 
are Israeli children who go to 
school several times a week after 
they’ve finished an average six- 
hour day at “‘regular’’ school. 

In some Yeminite communities, 
after-school classes are held to 
teach the youngsters the Bible and 
the chanting of the Torah. 

And in Beer-Sheba, 75 young- 
sters spend four afternoons a week 
studying Yiddish. As they have on- 
ly one teacher the group is broken 
up into three or four sections. 

The children, whose parents are 
for the most part Poles and Ro- 
manians, are taught Yiddish dir- 
ectly without resorting to Hebrew 
translations. There are a few chil- 
dren from Africa in the class.

Angoff Has Another Report from Europe: 
British Rabbis Poor, But Free to Speak 


The British rabbi if far poorer 
than his American counterpart, 
put also freer to speak his mind. 

That’s the finding of writer 
Charles Angoff in ‘‘Congress Bi- 
Weekly,’’ publication of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress. (P-O, Oct. 
13). : 

“When I was first told the aver- 
ag-,sclary of an English rabbi is 
less than 1,500 English Pounds 
(about $7,300),’’ Angoff writes, ‘‘I 
was incredulous, | ut so many peo- 
ple corroborated the statement I 
had to believe it. But even if we 
assume th.‘ 1,500 pounds, in buy- 
ing value, are equivalent to $6,000, 
th situation is still disgraceful. 

U.S. Their Goal 

“English rabbis are so hard put 
that, as one person told me sadly, 
‘Their eyes bulge with gratitude 
when they get a generous fee for 
a Bar Mitzvah or a wedding.’ I 
was informed that nearly all the 
younger rabbis are searching for 
pulpits in America. Every syna- 
gogue-going Jew in England seems 
to think that something should be 
done about this, but to the best 
of my knowledge nobody is doing 
anything.’’ 

Angoff suggests that ‘“‘it could 
be that the low financial status of 
so many English rabbis accounts 
for an arresting fact that immedi- 
ately strikes the American visitor. 
In the United States, at least in 


ly it’s a disgrace.’ Another said, 
‘I must disillusion you. You must 
come to my temple.’ A third said, 
‘Well, you have much to learn. 
My rabbi can outpoint the West- 
minster Abbey. preacher on ignor- 
ance alone’.”’ 
Was He Lucky? 

Angoff’s comr ~»t: “It’s hard for 
me to believe that the general in- 
dictment of the English rabbinate 
is a sound one. I spoke to a half- 
dozen or so rabbis I have met. 
But it could be that I was merely 
lucky. 


“TI discussed the whole matter 
wit) a man who knows the United 
States well. He said, ‘Well, we 
should pay our rabbis more. But 
maybe you pay your rabbis too 
much. Our rabbis, in their poverty, 
can afford to be honest from the 
pulpit.’ He reminded me of a ser- 
mon by an English rabbi I had 
listened to in which the rabbi de- 
nounced, with considerable bitter- 
ness, the growing non-Jewishness 
of many of his rich congregants. 
I had never heard an American 
rabbi engage in such ‘impolitic’ 
sermonizing. 

No Fear 

“My friend went on, ‘Our rabbis 
have no fear. They know there 
are relatively few younger rabbis 
waiting for their jobs. Our rabbis 
can also write what they please. If 
the gaboyim don’t like what they

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Exporting Our Degradation —w 


tie EDITOR'S CHAIR... 


It is one thing to limit the degrading testimonial din- 
ners and all the gimmicks that go with it to the U.S. It 
is something else to attempt to export the disgraceful 
publicity-at-all-costs-approach to other Jewish communities 
of the world. 


The Jewish Chronicle of London reports that Sir Bar- 
nett Janner, M.P., who is president of the Board of Depu- 
ties of British Jewry, has been named as one of 13 people 
to receive the Israeli Medal of Valor in Los Angeles on 
Nov. .28. 


The British newspaper quoted from the invitation from 
Gov. Brown of California inviting the English Jewish lead- 
er, and announcing his selection. 

What Gov. Brown fails to reveal is who did the select- 
ing. 

“It is my privilege to advise you that you have been 
chosen by unanimous vote as a Medalist of Valor of the 
State of Israel. It is my further privilege to invite you to 
be present at the Beverly-Hilton Hotel on Nov. 28 to 
receive this acknowledgement of the people of Israel for 
your service.” 


We hope that Sir Barnett Janner properly rebukes the 
Israel bond organization in California which has the ef- 
frontery to attempt to speak in Israel’s name, not to 
mention that of American Jewry. We know of Sir Bar- 
nett’s contributions to Jewish life, and his stanch ad- 
vocacy of Israel. a 


But we doubt that one out of a hundred U.S. Jews, 
or for that matter Israel Jews, could even identify the 
nation where he lives and serves. 


Testimonial dinners are a symptom of American Jew- 
ry’s degradation. The highest value of Jewish life — 
yichus, has been degraded. . 


Isn’t there some national Jewish organization which 
will include in the very many resolutions passed at its 
national conventions, some word of censure on this? 


Open On Saturday 


Those who study the Cleveland plan for opening the 
Jewish Center on the Sabbath may resent the implied 
pressure used to force those who wish to swim to par- 
ticipate in a Sabbath cultural activities. 





At first sight, this is exactly what the program seems 
to be. 


Yet on further consideration, is this not precisely the 
development that is taking place in contemporary thought 
about the need for discipline in our lives? 

At one time, anything which inhibited us from exercise 
of complete freedom was thought to be injurious to our 
development as individuals. Today, the pendulum has swung 
the other way, and we recognize that even the children 
do not want this kind of undirected life. 

So it is with Judaism in the last two centuries. The 
pendulum has swung from the license which let every 
Jew make his own decision, to a recognition that if Judaism 
is worth preserving, then its demands on its followers were 
most valid. 


At one point, when Judaism in the U.S. has matured 
to the place where it becomes a real factor in the lives 
of American Jewry, then it won’t be necessary to invoke 
such conditions as in Cleveland. 

Meanwhile Detroit faces a similar problem, and Rabbi 
Earl Stone of Denver is asking his community to accept 
the Cincinnati plan, which is no plan at all, not recognizing 
that it functioned except as a sham thus far. 

In Detroit, Philip Slomovitz, the able editor of the Jew- 
ish News there, sought to avert action by the Orthodox 
on the spurious call for community solidarity. This is like 
asking the Republicans not to vote for their own candi- 
dates in order to avoid a clash with the Democrats. 

A community unity which ignores the rights and wish- 
es of a segment of the community, whether it be Reform 
or Orthodox, is not true unity, but a dictatorship of the 
majority. 
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Our editortal urging that the strength of the 
bar mitzvah be employed to involve the parents 
in a training program suited to their needs, 
brought at least two responses showing that this 
chair isn’t as original as it thinks it is. 


We'll let the rabbis tell you about their pro- 
grams, its aims and its effects, in their own 
words: 


Dear Gabe: 
Your editorial of last week on ‘‘The Bar Mitzvah 
Parents’ was certainly most important. 


I think that you will be interested to know 
that, for a good number of years now, I, with the 
full cooperation and support of our school com- 
mittee, as well as the board of trustees of Tem- 
ple Emanuel have notified the parents of all our 
B’nai and B’not Mitzvah that they are expected 
to attend a special class which I instruct for a 
period of ten weeks during the year in which 
their children are to be Bar or Bat Mitzvah. 


This year, in order to assure 100 per cent 
attendance, at the request of the school commit- 
tee, I have made this class a requirement. In 
other words, unless parents, both father and 


mother, have a good reason for non-attendance, 
their son or daughter will not be Bar or Bat 


Mitzvah here at Temple Emanuel on the Sabbath. 


I am enclosing a list of the subjects which 
I discuss at these sessions, An opportunity is pro- 
vided for questions and answers as well. We try 
to assist individual parents to acquire whatever 
skills they may be lacking with respect to being 
called to the Torah, etc. Further, we require a 
full year of attendance at a special Junior Ser- 
vice for Bar and Bat Mitzvah and expect that 
for a period of three months prior to that date 
parents will attend the adult synagogue service 
on the Sabbath with son or daughter. 


I enclose also a list of some of the require- 
ments of ‘Elementary Religious Knowledge’’ 
which we expect of each of our candidates for 
Bar or Bat Mitzvah. We require too a minimum 
of four year attendance in our Hebrew School. 
The fact is that most of the children (very few 
exceptions) will have been with us 5 or 6 years 
before the Bar or Bat Mitzvah. 


You will be interested to know also that I 
meet with these children six times during the 
year at special classes in order that I may sup- 
plement the school effort with whatever religious 
philosophy and approach I think is necessary. 
Aside from everything else, this procedure, both 
with respect to parents and children assures my 
getting to know the parents and their getting to 
know me better than was oherwise the case.

With reference to your editorial, “The Bar 
Mitzvah Parents,’’ which appears in the current 
(October 13) edition, please be advised that for a 
number of years I have been conducting a three- 
month series of Sunday morning classes for B’nai 
Mitzvah and their parents, attendance at which 
is one of the pre-requisites to the Bar Mitzvah 
ceremony, together with a four-year minimum of 
study in a Hebrew school. 


I am enclosing a copy of the type of invita- 
tion which goes to the family. You will note the 
three-month seties is held during October, No- 
vember and December of each year and involves 
all the parents. B’nai and B’not Mitzvah of the 
following year. 


I am also enclosing a copy of the schedule of 
topics covered. 


In the earlier years of this program, cogni- 
zant of the fact that the boys and girls have en- 
tered the period of puberty, we also included 
three lectures on sex information — one for the 
entire group together, one for boys and their 
parents only, and one for the girls and their 
parents only. These lectures were given by phy- 
sician-psychiatrists. We found, however, that it 
is not possible to hold such discussions in such 
large groups. We have, therefore, eliminated 
them and instead make available appropriate 
books on the subject. I am enclosing a copy of 
the book list. 


The idea for this series actually came from 
the Society for the Advancement of Judaism in 
New York City, where Rabbi Jack J. Cohen has 
a year-round program of this character. 


For our part, we find the procedure most 
gratifying. As you know, we have the largest 
Hebrew department in the State of Illinois and, 
as a consequence, our B’nai and B’not Mitzvah 
number between 100 and 125 in any given year.

This is an experiment worth watching. 


Anyone who had the provilege of knowing 
and working with Mendel Fisher will agree that 
his passing off the scene as an active figure in 
Zionism will be felt keenly even in the many 
places where he was a member just like you 
and me. Mendel was one of those-people (evi- 
dently like Ben-Gurion) who had inexhaustible 
physical energy. He was a dynamo, and he kept 
the Jewish National Fund alive and vigorous, 
when it could easily have been engulfed in the 
frightful competition for money and status in the 
American Jewish community. 


Although Mendel was Mr. JNF, he played a 
much larger role, and was one of the top Zionist 
leaders at a time when Zionism fought and won 
the battle of the American Jewish community. 


We have a few others like that — very few, 
Emmanuel Neumann for instance; Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver for another. When the time comes 
that these too lay down their arms, an era will 
have passed in American Zionism, almost but 
not quite as clearly as Mendel’s retirement in- 
dicating that the JNF as it has been known now 
no longer will exist. 


Mendel was never a blushing innocent, but a 
fighter who carried the day often when it seem- 
ed that the cause was lost. 


Yet in his statement announcing his retire. 
ment as JNF executive director, he states the 
case with a precise command and a paucity of 
language and sentiment, that is almost poetic. 


“T have asked the Board of Directors of the 
JNF to relieve me of the great responsibility I 
have carried continuously since I first came into 
the work 27 years ago because of my conviction 
that we need younger people to assume leader- 
ship. In so doing I am not relinquishing my in- 
terest in the Jewish National Fund. My successor 
will receive every measure of my support as, I 
am sure, he will receive the support of all 
friends of the JNF throughout the country. I 
hope to render whatever service I can in my 
capacity as consultant and secretary. To those 
of my close friends and supporters in the coun- 
try who wrote counselling and urging me to con 
tinue, I am most grateful. But it is my irrevoc- 
able decision to retire, and I feel that the step I 
have taken is in the best interest of the Jewish 
National Fund.”

But a Chris- 
tian Jew, Zhitlovsky argued, would 
do well to hang up in the corner 
of the succah (tabernacle) the 
image of the Virgin or of Jesus, 


or just an icon. (Presumably, Zhit- 
lovsky was thinking not of Protes- 
tant Jews, but of Roman Catholics 
and Greek-Orthodox Jews. He 
thought up the idea while he still 
lived in Russia, but the lecture I 
heard in which he expressed this 
idea, was delivered in Montreal. 
Today such an idea sounds like a 
joke, but Zhitlovsky was in dead 
earnest; Judaism is a nationality, 
characterized by a national lan- 
guage, which in Zhitlovsky’s case, 
was Yiddish and not Hebrew, and, 
just as there could be Protestants 
among the Poles, the French and 
even the French-Canadians, just 
as there could be German Catho- 
lics and English Catholics, and 
Yugoslav Moslems, so there could 
be Jewish Christians — Jews by 
nationality and Christians by re- 
ligion. 

Zhitlovsky himself was neither 
a Catholic Jew, nor a Protestant 
Jew; he held some strong ideas 
on Jesus and demanded a revision 
of the trial in Jerusalem of nearly 
two thousand years ago, but for 
himself he was just a freethinker.

Sandy Koufax began his major 
league career with the Dodgers 
and now has definitely earned a 
place among Los Angeles’ best 
pitchers. Barry Latman failed with 
the Chicago White Sox but has 
gained a solid footing with the 
Cleveland Indians. 


It is still too early to say that 
Latman has fully realized his po- 
tential. His 13 won, 4 lost record 
at this point is impressive, but his 
earned run average of 3.75 indi- 
cates frequent lapses from grace. 

Left-hander Koufax is another 
story. If he never pitches another 
season he will have earned himself 
a niche in baseball’s record books. 


In the waning days of the season 
he spurted feverishly toward a rec- 
ord that has eluded thousands even 
longer than has Babe Ruth’s home 
run mark of 60 in the 1927 season. 

For 58 years, since 1903, Christy 
Mathewson’s mark of 267 strike- 
outs has stood as the National 
League standard. Now it may well 
be Koufax whose name appears 
in the line: most strikeouts by a 
pitcher in a season. 

And no pitcher in baseball 
history ever has matched Koufax’s 
achievement to date: more strike- 
outs than innings pitched through- 
out his career. 

How has Sandy done it? 

He has developed control. 

“T used to be wild with my 
change-up,’”’ he explains. ‘“‘Now I 
get it over most of the time. And 
I throw my curve differently, de- 
pending on the type of hitter. 

“To the left-handed hitters, I 
try to throw it away from them. 
To the right-handed hitters, I want 
it breaking down.” 

Of course, Koufax’s money pitch 
is not the change-up or curve. It’s 
a blazing fast ball. But without the 
other pitches, his fast ball would 
not be enough to carry him. The 
hitters could time him and that 
is just what they used to do.

Today, half a century after Zhit- 
lovsky expounded his ideas, we 
see American Jewry not a nation- 
ality whose chief outward charac- 
teristic is the Yiddish language, 
but a group distinguished primar- 
ily by its religious affiliation. 
When Philip Klutznik, in his book 
‘‘No Easy Answers’’, discusses the 
problem, he expresses the views 
of the overwhelming majority of 
American Jewry: 

“Jews are, first and endur- 
ingly, a religious community... 
Underneath it all we Jews are 
made of a religion. To this 
may be added — or omitted — 
any number of ethnic, political 
or cultural definitions satisfy- 
ing to the historian or social 
scientist — or even the sen- 
timentalist. But abstract reli- 
gion from Jewish peoplehood 
and you remove the _heart- 
beat’’. 

This is not, of course, as Zhit- 
lovsky would have defined it. But 
the remarkable thing is that Zhit- 
lovsky’s former disciples are get- 
ting pretty close to Klutznik’s ap- 
proach. In part, there has been a 
real change; in part, a change 
|that is merely apparent, a seman- 
tic change: The word ‘“‘national- 
ity,’ at least, in current American

historic ethnic-cultural group, but 
purely political affiliation; the 
word “religion’’ has come to mean 
any philosophy of life containing 
a morality and not necessarily 
a belief in the supernatural; “‘re- 
ligious affiliation’? has been ex- 
tended to include much of what 
used to be termed as ‘“‘national- 
ity”’. 

In the recent issue of the bulle- 
tin published by the Jewish Labor 
Committee, edited by Israel Knox, 
there is a letter to the editor by 
Ira Eisenstein, in which he says: 

“What puzzles me most all is 
the rigidity of organizational align- 
ments which keeps people like you 
away from people. like me.” 

In other words, there is no ideo- 
logical difference left between the 
Reconstructionist rabbi and _ the 
Yiddishist — or formerly Yiddish- 
ist — secularists of the Jewish 
Labor Committee, but merely an 
organizational survival of former 
differences. 

It is not only that the religion- 
ists have become more secularist. 
It is also that the secularists have 
adopted the kind of religionism 
which used to be expounded by 
Reform Jews, then adapted by Re- 
constructionists and Conservatives 
and finally by men like Israel

In the same issue Israel Knox 
has an article on the Solemn Days

synagogue. It is a far cry from 
the days when strict secularists 
like Zhitlovsky distinguished be- 
tween ‘‘national’’ holidays like 
Passover and Tabernacles on the 
one hand, and strictly religious 
celebrations like Rosh Hashanah 
and Yom Kippur which ought to 
have no meaning to secularists. 

It would seem that the only few 
remaining refuges of strictly sec- 
ularist Jewish nationlism are to be 
found in Israel, especially in Map- 
am. But those strongholds are 
weakening, too.

IT STARTED AS A GUEST HOUSE, 
KIBBUTZ NOW OPERATES HOTEL

HAIFA — The emergence of the 
kibbutz from its early stage of 
pastoral and agricultural simplicity 
to new economic roles in the coun- 
try continues. Some of the major 
industrial enterprises in Israel are 
located in, own- 
ed by and oper- 
ated by kibbut- 
zim. Today we 
turn our atten- 
tion to a_kib- 
butz which is pi- 
oneering in still 
another field — 
the hotel busi- 
ness.

The project 
at Kibbutz Ayelet Hashachar is in 
quite another category, however, 
and 90 per cent of its guests are 
tourists. 


Ayelet Hashachar (Morning Star) 
was founded in 1916 in the Galilee, 
north of Lake Tiberias, and near 
a most peculiar looking, oval, 
flat-topped hill. The first chalut- 
zim on the spot made a living by 
hiring themselves out as day la- 
borers, at the same wage scale 
as the Arabs of the neighborhood, 
The first tents were pitched in a 
damp valley. When a visitor came 
from Degania to encourage and 
cheer on the newcomers he found 
not a soul in the fields or in sight. 
He thought they had abandoned 
the place, but the fact was that 
every last member of the kibbutz 
was in bed with malaria. 


In 1921 they moved up to higher 
ground. Hard work and initiative 
began to show results. Their fields

Hashachar enabling construction of 
just such a guest house. 


That was the beginning. Luck 
was with them. Shortly after the 
establishment of the state of Is- 
rael the Huleh drainage began 
nearby, and the facilities of the 
modest guest house were in con- 
stant use by the engineers and 
visiting dignitaries. Word spread 
among the tourists that one did 
not have to return to the big city 
to spend a comfortable night or 
get a decent meai. 


And then suddenly Yigal Yadin 
showed up in the neighborhood. 
The peculiar looking, flat-topped 
hill was an archeological treasure- 
house, a tel, site of the ancient 
city of Hatzor, one of King Solo- 
mon’s leading cities, and a major 
metropolis of the north for almost 
a thousand years before Solomon. 
Ayelet. Hashalhar became the 
headquarters of the archeologists 
and the many visitors. 

The guest house grew, expand- 
ed, and within the past year it 
has become a hotel with a hundred 
beds. It compares favorably with 
most of the hotels of the country. 
Every room has private shower and 
toilet. Standards of cleanliness, 
convenience and good food are of 
the highest. There is a large swim- 
ming pool, comfortable dining 
room, pleasant grounds. Located 
as it is in the heart of the upper 
Galilee, surrounded By picturesque 
mountains, it is a stone’s throw 
from all the major attractions and 
sights of the north. Hatzor, under 
excavation, is only a ten minute 
walk. Mystic Safed is a half hour 
ride. The miracle city of Kiryat 
Shemoneh is twenty minutes away. 
Not least among the sights of the 
neighborhood is the kibbutz itself. 
Art exhibits are frequent, since the 
kibbutz encourages talent among 
its own members, and considers 
time which they spend on art as 
part of normal duty hours, 

How does a kibbutz, built on the 
collective system, operate a mod- 
ern hotel? General manager is 
Dov Eshkol, a member of the set- 
tlement. I know several luxury 
class hotels in Israel that badly 
need a man with his personal 





charm, busin¢ss acumen and ef- 


ficiency — but Eshkol is a kibbutz 
member performing the task as- 
signed to him, and of course draws 
no salary at Ayelet Hashachar. 

All of the permanent staff: kitch- 
en crew, chambermaids, waiters, 
etc., are members of the kibbutz. 
While other members are out on 
agricultural or similar assign- 
ments, the hotel staff fulfill their 
duties here. During the height of 
the season Eshkol finds it necessary 
to get more help than the kib- 
butz can spare from its other op- 
erations, and he engages person- 
nel from nearby places, but they 
never constitute more than a third 
of the total. 


The hotel is run like a sound 
business, It is a source of profit 
to the kibbutz, second only to its 
fruit orchards, and Eshkol already 
has plans for further expansion. 

By a project such as this, here 
is at least one kibbutz which is 
proving that it can adapt to 
changed economic conditions, not 
only survive but actually prosper, 
and still retain its basic sociologi- 
cal form as a collective organism 
in which each member draws 
equal benefits from the common 
treasury, irrespective of the func- 
tions which he fulfills. At least 
here is one hotel in which a strike 
is theoretically impossible.

Thus the big question arose - 
what must a synagogue adminis- 
trator know in order to do his job? 
The Committee recommended that 
the following major areas be cov- 
ered for accreditation: 
1) Jewish history, custom and 
ceremonies 
History of Reform Judaism 
Reading knowledge of Hebrew 
Synagogue finance, budget and 
administrative structure 
5) Building maintenance 
6) Personnel practices 
7) Synagogue programming 

Should the NATA approve the 
Accreditation program at its forth- 
coming convention it would mark 
a significant milestone comparable 
on a lesser scale to the establish- 
ment by the various states of 
standards for engineers, account- 
ants and lawyers. The Accredita- 
tion Board which this program 
would create is not only empow- 
ered to set specific requirements 
to earn the coveted certificate, but 
it would have the job of selecting 
the materials from which the can- 
didate would study. In doing this, 
the Board would be in actuality 
creating a vast correspondence 
course for those who lack the ad-

vantage of contact with their col- 
leagues and those who wish to 
reach the point where they too 
will qualify for a post in the field. 


The emphasis that this program 
puts upon the knowledge and prac- 
tice of Judaism is an encouraging 
sign - one that should stimulate the 
professional of today and enhance 
the prefessional stature of those 
who will embark on this work in 
the future. There will be some who 
will snicker and apply the phrase 
“frustrated rabbis’? to this pro- 
gram of the professional syna- 
gogue administrators. Some may 
even raise the point that it comes 
dangerously close to impinging 
upon the role of the rabbi in the 





Russians Prepare 
Hebrew Dictionary 


Tough as things may be for Jews 
in the Soviet Union, it now is re- 
vealed that they’re publishing a 
Hebrew-Russian dictionary. 

Hebrew, as our columnist M. Z. 
Frank has pointed out, is generally 
thought to be a taboo subject in 
the U.S.S.R. — except that it is 
recognized, and taught, as a legit- 
imate language. 

Just what significance publica- 
tion of the new dictionary has 
isn’t known, although the World 
Conference of Jewish Organizations 
recently resolved about conditions 
among the ‘‘second largest Jewish 
community in the world’: 

“The conference welcomes the 
steps that have been taken recently 
in the field of Jewish culture in 
th Soviet Union: The publication 
of five Yiddish books in the past 
three years, the appearance of a 
literary bi-monthly in Yiddish, and 
the announcement of the prepara- 
tion of a Hebrew-Russian diction- 
ary. This demonstrates that the 
Soviet Government now concedes 
that Soviet Jewry is entitled to 
cultural self-expression.”’ 
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congregation. 

The answer might best be made 
by quoting the words of Rabbi 
Solomon Freehof, spoken as he in. 
stalled the president of NATA in 
1957: “Up to about 100 years ago, 
the average layman in a Jewish 
congregation studied the same 
thing. Things have changed. The 
Rabbi unfortunately has become 
the sole repository of an ancient 
learning and therefore the Rab- 
binate has become a lonely pro. 
fession. He has learned laymen, 
but learned in other fields, not in 
his. So there has developed, there 
has opened up, a chasm between 
the Rabbinate and the laity, which 
we never had before, about which 
we need not mourn. It’s an inevit- 
able fact, the Rabbis’ intellectual 
life in the main center of gravity 
of his interest is alien to his peo- 
ple. Therefore there was a need of 
a bridge which we never needed 
before between the two statues in 
Jewish life and that’s the task that 
you will fill. A task that therefore 
requires of you a knowledge and a 
feeling for Judaism and a practi- 
cality and a sense of the needs 
and the interests of the laity and 
you are fulfilling it magnificently.” 

Only the future will reveal 
whether Rabbi Freehof was in- 
spired by prophetic vision or 
whether he was indulging in wish- 
ful thinking. 


New Yorkers Warned Of 
Watered Corned Beef 


ALBANY, N.Y. (P-O) — State 
weights and measures watchdogs 
are on the lookout for watered 
corned beef. They suggest house- 
wives, too, be aware. 


The state’s director of weights 
and masures issued the warning 
after reporting having found nearly 
six ounces of a liquid substance 
in each of several packages of 
corned beef he examined. The 
liquid can be readily seen, officials 
say, as the normal amount is 
searcely discernable. 





State law requires that meat 
products be sold by net weight. 
Thus, if packages of corned beef 
clearly show the liquid substance 
and if the liquid is included in 
the weight marked on the package, 
a violation of law is evident.

For the sake of accuracy, Rab- 
bi Herschel Schacter was not the 
first Jewish chaplain to enter Buch- 
enwald. Some years ago, the JWB 
published a booklet entitled, 
“Chaplain to the Rescue’. On the 
very first page, it stated ‘‘On Ap- 
ril 11th (or 12th), one day after 
Buchenwald was liberated by the 
4th Armored Division, Chaplain 
Herschel Schacter...ete., etc.’ If 
you got your information from this 
booklet, I can understand your 
inaccuracy. However, Rahbi Schac- 
ter ought to know the truth; I 
personally called it to his atten- 
tion, as -I did to the attention of 
the JWB . 

The fact remains that I was the 
Jewish Chaplain of the 4th Ar- 
mored Division from Feb. 12, 1942 
until I left them in September 
1945, to be returned to the US and 
discharged from service. I served 
with them continuously all that 
time; and was with a unit of the 
4th Armored, when we liberated 
Buchenwald. I did not stay in the 
Camp. After driving the SS men 
before us, we left a small unit to 
hold our position, and the balance 
of the combat team took off after 
the fleeing Germans, It may be 
true that a day later, Chaplain 
Schacter came into the camp and 
did very worthwhile work with the 
inmates. I did not do this, nor could 
I have done so, since my assign- 
ment was with the 4th, and I re- 
mained with them _ constantly 
throughout the war. In fact, when 
VE day came, I was with them 
in Czechoslovakia. But, the fact 
still remains that Chaplain Schac 
ter was not the first Jewish Chap- 
lain to enter Buchenwald —I was.

Justice Minister Rosen 
Rules Self Out Of 
New Israeli Cabinet 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — Regardless 
of the outcome of party shuffling 
for a new cabinet, Justice Minister 
Pinhas Rosen — who chaired the 
cabinet committee of inquiry in the 
Lavon Affair which resulted in the 
new elections — may not be a part 
of the new cabinet. 

Rosen himself declared that it 
is high time another man filled 
the Justice Ministry post. He also 
called for other judicial changes. 

Rosen gave no reason for his 
statement about the need of new 
blood in the Justice Ministry. He 
was speaking before the Commer- 
cial and Industrial Club here, as 
the Jerusalem Post reports it. 

As for his other recommen- 
dations, Rosen declared the Dis- 
trict Court calendars are overload- 
ed and the judges overworked. He 
called for more judges and more 
court room junior aides. 

Rosen also recommended stream- 
lining of the entire judicial pro- 
cedure. He noted that many Min- 
istries now have appeal boards of 
their own. In their place, he ad- 
vocated either a single Superior 
Administrative Court, or a single 
special c.urt comprised of a judge 
and two experts. 

Rosen praised the Israeli system 
of appointing judges in such a way 
that no hint of political control is 
permitted. Many other countries 
are now studying the Israeli sys- 
tem, he said. 

As for pay — while judges get 
adequate salaries, senior Justice 
Ministry officials do not, Rosen 
said, which d’scourages promising

South Africa Jews Show 


‘alit On Racist Issues 


The South African racist pot 
continus to simmer — with con- 
tradictions: 

—A predominantly Jewish Jo- 
hannesburg community elected to 
parliament on outspoken foe of the 
nation’s racial policies; 

—The official South African Zi- 
onist organization blasted Israel 
for joining in the vote for Unit- 
ed Nations censure of a racist 
speech before the world group by 
South Africa’s foreign minister; 

—South Africa’s Dutch Reformed 
Church formally charged with 
heresy a minister who opposes 
segregation. 

Mrs. Helen Suzman was elect- 
ed to parliament from the pros- 
perous Johannesburg suburb of 
Houghton. She will be the only 
representative of the Progressive 
party in parliament. The party 
was formed three years ago to 
work for a society ‘“‘based on mer- 
ie’, rather than the official racis 
apartheid program now followed. 

The South African Zionist Feder- 
ation’s ‘‘Zionist Record’’ sharply 
criticized Israel for joining with 
censure the speech of External Af- 
fairs Minister Eric Louw. “How 
ever unpalatable the things said 
Mr. Louw might have been,”’ the 
journal declares, “It is a complete 
betrayal of the United Nations to 
attempt to inhibit his freedom 
of expression by the use of the 
vote.” 

The ‘‘Record’’ thinks that Israel 
should have abstained from. the 
vote with other western nations. 
Only Holland among that group 
joined Israel in voting for censure. 

South Africa’s Prime Minister, 
Dr. H. F. Verwoerd, reacted to the 
U. N. vote by declaring himself 
“shocked” by Holland’s vote. He 
added: ‘“‘The only ally that the 
Dutch government had in its atti- 
tude was the government of Is- 
rael.”’ 

The clergyman embroiled on 
heresy charges with his own 
Dutch Reformed Church is Albert 
S. Geyser, professor of New Testa- 
ment theology at the University of 
Pretoria. 

Three senior students brought 
the charge, specifics of which have 
not been made public. Thirteen 
pages of typewritten specifics are 
said to cover Prof. Geyser’s lec- 
tures, personal remarks and an- 
swers to students’ questions. 

The Dutch Reformed is the larg- 
est church in South Africa. It has 


more than a third of a million 
members, largely white Afrikaan- 
ers, plus some 500,000 non-white 
members who are required to wor- 
ship separately. 

Earlier this year, Prof. Geyser 
had publicly called upon the church 
to examine the scriptural basis 
— or lack of it — for the consti- 
tutional provision which states that 
only whites can belong to the 





majority church group. Prof. Gey- 
ser has also been charged in the 
past with telling students that seg- 
regation has no biblical basis, and 
tthat racism~is an attack on the 
word of God even though cloaked 
with claims of Christian ideologi- 
cal support. 

If convicted Prof. Geyser could 
be defrocked and dismissed from 
the university faculty. 





JERUSALEM (P-0) — As we
